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MADE  WITH  FATS  AND  OII.S  OTHER  THAN  MILK-FAT 
SEPTEIfflER  1956 


The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  estimated  the  September  production  of 
Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other  than  milk-fat  at 
2,869,000  gallons,  or  10  percent  smaller  than  the  September  output  last  year.  Gains 
from  a year  ago  in  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma  and  Montana  were  far  more  than  off- 
set by  sharp  losses  in  Illinois,  Missouri,  Texas  and  California,  Oregon’s  output 
remained  unchanged. 

Between  August  and  September,  production  dropped  23  percent,  compared  with  a 
decline  of  I8  percent  a year  ago  at  this  season  and  a decrease  of  13  percent  be- 
tween these  months  in  199U.  Losses  from  August  to  September  this  year  v/ere  quite 
sharp  in  all  states  producing  "Mellorine-type"  frozen  desserts. 

During  the  first  9 months  of  1956,  Mellorine  output  totaled  26,200,000  gallons. 
This  was  almost  the  same  as  the  production  of  that  period  in  1999,  but  was  2 per- 
cent more  than  the  quantity  made  January  through  September  1999. 

Mellorine  production  in  September  1999  was  estimated  at  3,179,000  gallons,  or 
1 percent  more  than  in  September  1999.  Sharp  increases  in  Illinois,  Alabama, 
Arkansas,  Montana,  and  Oregon  slightly  more  than  offset  decreases  in  Missoiu-i, 
Oklahoma,  Texas  and  California, 

Ice  cream  production  this  September  was  estimated  at  99,060,000  gallons,  or  6 
percent  less  than  a year  earlier.  In  the  first  9 months  of  1996,  output  was  3 per- 
cent larger  than  in  that  period  of  1999. 

production  in  September  vjas  indicated  at  2,790,000  gallons  --  10  per- 
cent below  a year  ago.  In  the  first  9 months  of  this  year,  output  was  down  9 
percent  from  last  year.
